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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I in the reply filed on September 14, 2005 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claims 1-22 are pending in the instant application. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract should be in narrative 
form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 
words. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 55 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 

and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure 
which is not enabling. In claim 1, the limitation of the resin impregnating the covering material is 
critical to the practice of the invention, but is not included in the claim(s). See In re Mayhew, 
527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Claims 2-22 are rejected as dependent claims. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, line 21, the limitation of" the resin" is imclear as to whether this is a different 
or the same resin as that recited in line 6. Further, in claim 1, line 23, the limitation of "a 
product" is unclear as to whether this is the same or different than the "article" recited in the 
preamble. Further clarification is required. Claims 2-22 are rejected as dependent claims. 

In claim 1, it is unclear whether it is the "covering material" that forms the 
"figures/stripes on an article" as recited in the preamble. 

Regarding claims 5 and 8, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 

Conclusion
